Department, which contains all the information called for bv the re¬ 
solution, at present in the possession of the Department.

Sir : I have the honor, in obedience to your directions of this date, 
to make to you the following report on the resolution of the House of 
Kepresentatives of the l5th insi. which is as follows : 

“ Resolved. That the Secretary of War be directed to inform this 
House what number of Creek Indians have been removed West of 
the Mississippi river, with the expense attending such removal, and 
“ of any preparatory exploration of the country ; and, also, what 
** sums of money, if any, have been expended for the sustenance of 
*< the Indians so removed.’^ 

No Creek Indians had, at the period of tl»e Agent’s last report, of 
the 28th November last, “ been removed West of the Mississipj)! 
but seven hundred and three persons, including eighty-six of their 
slaves, had, at the date of that report, advanced towards that destina¬ 
tion to Harpersville, in Alabama. It is reasonable to infer tliat, be¬ 
fore this time, they have crossed over. 

1 am not able, from the Agent’s returns not having been rendered, 
bringing up the expenditures under the specific heads, as stated in 
the resolution, (except in part,) to furnish the specific information re¬ 
quired; blit tlie total amount drawn from the Treasury in aid of the 
removal is §26 105 94, of which S 7,543 arc included for rifles. 
The expense attending the “ preparatory explorations of the coun¬ 
try,” as Imported by the Agent, is S 4,225 09, which is included in 
the above ; but there have been no returns made by the Agent, shewing 
“ what sums of money have been expended for the sustenance** of 
Uiose emigrants.
